The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach or suggest (in combination with the other claim limitations) a casing 
material for a storage cell being made of an austenitic stainless steel comprising C: not 
more than 0.03 mass%, Si: 0.01-0.50 mass%, Mn: not more than 0.20 mass%, P: not 
more than 0.04 mass%, S: not more than 0.0005 mass%, Ni: 20.0-40.0 mass%, Cr: 
20.0-30.0 mass%, Mo: 5.0-10.0 mass%, Al: 0.001-0.10 mass%, N: 0.10- 0.50 mass%, 
Ca: not more than 0.001 mass%, Mg: 0.0001-0.0050 mass%, O: not more than 0.005 
mass% (claims 1-4)
